C0NSIDERATI0N 0F BELI{ONT Secretary Fahy referred to the request
FL00D C0NTROL PR0JECT, for financíal assistance ln the
GRAND F0Rl$ amount of $l 10,000 made at the
(SWC project No. ll05) September 29-30, 1975 meeting to

build a flood control proJect ïn
Grand Forks. He then Întroduced Hr. Art Thoraldson, Chaîrman, of the
Grand Forks County tJater Management District, who in turn updated the
Cormlsslon members on actlons taken by the City of Grand Forks relative
to assessing property oürners for part of the project finances. Questions
and discusslons Ínvolving assessments did not satisfy the Cormisslon members,
therefore, Secretary Fahy was asked to further study the assessment apportionment
and report at the next Gormission meeting.

DISCUSSI0N REGARDING Secretary Fahy reviewed actions taken
SETTING LAKE LEVEL FOR in the controversy over flood control
SPIRITU0OD LAKE, elevations at Splritwood Lake and
STUTSIIAN CoUNTY informed the CommÎsslon members of the
(SltC Project No. 461) considerations made in developing

criteria to establish a tentatîve
lake level elevatlon of 1442 feet above sea level. He further dlscussed
the problerns to be solved before an outlet can be establ ished. He explained
that protection must be provided to eliminate any possibÎlity of release of
grass-eating carp to dovrnstream Ùraters.

CAVALIER c0uNTY DRAINAGE Alan Grindberg, an attorney for a
(SWC project No. 1098) farmer-client-in Cavalîer ðounty,

made a request to have either the
local water management dlstrict or the State lJater Cormnission enforce the
drainage resolution and stetutes relative to alleged illegal dralnage in
the area of Rush Lake in Cavalier County. A lengthy discusslon followed.
Secretary Fahy assured the Cormission members that he and his staff were
attempting to work with present statutes and resolution, but noted that
the problem may have to be solved by legal action of local officials or
through civil cornplaints which might be flled by the state against the
offenders. The State Engineer bras requested to send a letter to a number
of property ou,ners in the county advìsing them against further drainage
without proper permits and informing thern that action is belng consldered,
which could force closing of some illegal drains.

INDUSTRIAL USERS BY Sagsveen to review staff discussions
BUREAU 0F RECLAI.IATI0N wlth the Bureau of Reclamat¡on to
(sulc project No. 1494) ensure the inclusîon of provisions

favorable to the state in a water
servlce contract between American Natural Gas Company and the Bureau of
Reclamation. The contract wiII be reviewed by Comnrission members prior
to the next meetíng.

Governor Link left the meeting ât
noon to attend a funeral at Arnegard. The Conmlssion members adjourned
for lunch and reconvened at l:30 for miscellaneous discussîons relative
to possîble condltions to be attached to condltional industrlal water
permits for energy conversion facilitles.

Cormissloner Kramer requested some
baslc information on vúater charges for a sterting point in ensuing discussions.
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At 2.30 p.m., Commissioner Kramer moved to
adjourn the meetîng. The motlon was seconded
by Conmissioner Gray and was carrled.
